Battle of Little Big Horn he had led 
the first charge which swept over the 
hill where Custer made his last stand, 
and the shock of this onset had so 
shattered the resistance of Custer's 
men that their annihilation a few 
minutes later was made certain. 
He 
had fled to Canada with Sitting Bull, 
hut later he had denounced that leader 
as a coward and a fraud and had 
brought his band back to the United 
States to surrender. 
When he settled on Standing Rock 
reservation he became a leader of tha 
progressive element among the Hunk- 
napas. Because of his prowess in bat­ 
tle and his statesmanship they bad 
honored him, but to the day of his 
death. In 1&5, they held him in high- 
est esteem because by one bold stroke 
he freed them from superstition. 


"Gallows Hill.” 
Formerly in each county in England 
there were a number of such hills, 
relics of which still exist in spots. 
Tyburn, the historic place of execu­ 
tion outside the limits of London, was 
situated on a hill, nearby which the 
Marble arch of Hyde park now stands. 
On the Surrey downs near Hind head 
and the Devil’s Punch-Bowl there is 
another marked by a gibbet cross, 
and in 1786 a memorial tablet bear- 
ing the following legend was erected 
there. 
"Erected in deatestation of a bar­ 
barous Murder Committed here on an 
unknown Sailor; Sept, 24, 1786, by 
Edwd. Lonegon. Michl. Casey & Jas. 
Marshall, Who were all taken the same 
dar And hung in Chains near this 
place.”—Literary Digest.____

The French line from Sots- 
aone to Reims paralleled in a general 
way the line of the ancient road. 
Ohemin dea Dames, and the French 
defenses were so strong that the war­ 
worn gallant French armies were using 
middle-aged men known as territorials 
to heftd this part of the line. Perhaps 
because of this, and also to make an 
effort to split the French and English 
armies, the Germans made a great at­ 
tack on this sector at the end of May, 
and In hve days had driven back the 
French to open country, following the 
great half circle of the Marne, which 
the Germans crossed at Dormane on 
the east side of the salient at Chateau 
Thierry and at Bel lean. 
There were no trenches and no 
fortifications to far back from the 
fighting front, and the war was again 
in the open. 
Foreseeing the purpose 
of the German army to enter a wedge 
between tbe allied armies, Marshal 
Foch selected American troops to atop 
this advance, which at Les Meres 
farm and at Chateau Thierry had 
reached the nearest point to Paris—37

have not been intimately touched by 
the horrors of war or the cruelty of 
sudden overwhelming separation from 
those we love can only approximate 
the sadness in the lives of those about 
us who bave not been so fortunate. 
Many a mother’s heart is buried and j 
her enthusiasm deadened. 
It Is only 
through some practical memorial that 
her interests can be roused and re­ 
awakened. 
The field of honor at Belleau will be 
the permanent Alsne-Mame cemetery, 
"where a shining forest of snow-white 
crosses will stand as sentinels over 
the mortal remains of 6,000 of our 
boys." 
The organization for this me­ 
morial to our dead has its headquar­ 
ters in Washington, 
with Marshal 
Foch chairman for France, John W. j 
Weeks, honorary president. The pres­ 
ident is Mrs. James Carroll Frazer, 
vice president of the Navy League of 
the United States, and Vice President 
Coolidge as a member of the national 
committee.

How Our Boys Wont Into Action. 
Mrs. Reath revisited France last 
summer and went over all the ground 
in the neighborhood of BeUeau. 
At 
j Les Mores farm she made the a o j 
| quaintance of a young Frenchman who 
had been severely wounded at tbe Bat­ 
tle of the Marne. "He had witnessed 
the advance of the American troops," 
said Mrs. Heath, "and his account was j 
so graphic and bore such testimony to 
the truthfulness of the American cor­ 
respondents who had covered the ad­ 
vance of the American army In 1918 
and described the troops in action at 
Belleau, that I feel 1 should tell it to 
i you as he told it to me. 
“ "Those men were magnificent, r e ­ 
dame! They had taken off <’ air coats 
and had pinned to their shirts a pop­ 
py. As they 
rushed 
forward they 
yelled, and, inndame, as they fired— 
the Germans went hiplty hop! hlpity 
hop.* This was the only English word 
that Frenchman knew, but It was tbe 
most expressive English word I have 
ever heard. 
It does teem incredible 
that our boys should have been to 
cureless with their lives," continued 
Mrs. Renth, “but I bave no reason to 
doubt the truth of the m ans word, 
especially as it corroborated the ac­ 
count of our own correspondents at 
the time." 
This memorial at Belleau la to be 
established to those boys—our boys; 
to their idealism ; to their heroism that 
brooked no barrier. It Is to be a me­ 
morial that will give to the people of 
this part of France a practical expres­ 
sion of tbe good-will of the American 
people as well as a national tribute to 
the men whose "souls shall be where 
the heroes are" and whose memory 
shaU “shine like the morning star."

Balancing of Trees. 
There has been offered a very in- 
I foresting suggestion concerning the 
utility of a tree of the irregular ar­ 
rangement of its branches. 
Watching 
a’ large plane tree during a gale, an 
observer noted that while one great 
limb swayed In one direction, another 
swayed the opposite way, and al­ 
though all the branches were plunging 
and bending before the blast, they did 
not move in unison, or sU at once in 
tbe same direction. 
But for the pe- 
enlierity in the motion of tbe branches, 
it Is thought, the tree could not have 
escaped uprooting; snd the Investiga­ 
tor suggests that thii kind of balanc­ 
ing serves In general to protect large 
trees, white oaks and beeches, which 
have their branehes unsymmetrienlly 
placed, from being overturned by high 
winds.—Washington Star.

JEFFERSON, CITY, Mo., May *30. 
—J. C. Jones, president of the Mis­ 
souri University, and S. L. Baysing- 
er of Rolla, member of the Board of 
Curators of the university and Rolla 
School of Mines 
and 
Metallurgy, 
were here for a conference with At­ 
torney General Barrett relative 
to 
an apparent shortage of about $100,- 
000 in the maintenance fund of the 
two schools for the presentfyear.

camps. Advice was sought as to the 
best method of raising the money.
